WASHINGTON (&)—The federal government collected 


.$69.595.916.968.36 in taxes in the fiscal year which ended 
June 30—more than ever before in peace or war,but not 
enough to make ends meet. 


The official report of the 


Bureau of Internal Revenue 
on the tax take in fiscal 1953, 
made public today, disclosed 
that: 


1. Total fedeial revenues were 


$4.586,331,408.71 higher than in the 
previous year. This was equivalent 
to $436 from every Amencan. 


2. There had been some faulty 


guesswork in the advance esti- 
mates of revenues under the post- 
Korea tax increases.

Estimate Too High 


F o r m e r President Truman's 


budget message of January, 1952, 
for instance, forecast $27,800,000,- 
000 of collections from corpora- 
tions. This was 16,300,000,000 too 
high. 
' 


Actual collections on corporal* 


income and excess profits taxes 
were reported by the bureau as 
$21,548.315,834.45. That 2» per cent 
over-estimate was offset in part 
by a mis-guess on individual in- 
come taxes. 


The original Truman estimate 


for personal income collection was 
$32.200,000,000. Actual collections 
were $36,949,861,969.15 or 15 per 
cent higher. 


Truman revised his estimates 


last January, when the fiscal year 
was half over. But he still came 
out nearly 3«J billion dollars too 
low on personal income taxes and 
2 billion dollars too high on corpo- 
ration payments. 


Federal spending ran behind the 


advance estimates also, but the 
disappointing returns from corpo- 
ration levies contributed much to 
the record-breaking peacetime def- 
icit of $9.400,000,000 which Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Humphrey 
announced on July 1.

Son, within 10 miles of the 
Communist Chinese frontier, 
in the boldest • raid of the 
7-yeai-old war-against the Viet- 
minh. They succeeded in wreck- 
ing: the chief supply center for all 
war equipment supplied 
to the 


Vietminh by Red China. 


A military spokesman said that 


while the troops were not expected 
to occupy Lang Son for long, the 
attack proved the French had de- 
finitely abandoned defensive tac- 
tics and were changing over to the 
offensive.

Central Intelligence Agency R«!semli!«is in Some 
Respects Russian Secret Police, Hitler's (icstapo

The Central Intelligence Agency, which Senator Joe McCarthy has 


the wild effrontery to bring into question, is a secret bureau which defi- 
antly holds itself high above the people and nil other elements of the 
government. In this and other respects it lesembles the Russian secret 


police under its varying names and Hitler's Gestapo. 
I have infoi million which emboldens me to suggest 
that it has been the blind for smugglers who brought 
taxable stuff into the United States under diplomatic 
immunity and for black market profiteering in Eu- 
rope during the er:i of almost unrestrained looting 
by carpotbuggers of the Roosevelt-Truman adminis- 
tration long after the war. 


Last winter, in Phoenix. Arizona, two "opera- 


tives" of the CIA. one of them an old personal friend, 
entreated me not to publish anything derogatory to 
the CIA. One lived in Phoenix and the other in San 


Francisco. Both were on the regular payroll, but the amount of their 
pay iind the value, if any. of their work, indeed the nature of that work, 
were, to be. taken for granted. Yet the CIA. in the trifle of information 
or conjecture which we are permitted to gather by gossip, is supposed 
to be engaged In spying on Sovla Russia and. latterly. Soviet Chinn, in 
foreign lands, including friendly nations. I can conceive of no legiti- 
mntc function for two paid ngenU of the CIA in Phoenix and San 
Francisco. 


As I have written. Carmel Offie. 


a State department bureaucrat 
who was secronry to William C. 
Bullitt when Bullitt was ambassa- 
dor first in Moscow and later in 
Paris, has given a few fragments 
of Information about the CIA. Jn 
the closing days of his service with 
the Stnte department, he was ar- 
rested in LaKayette Park. Wash- 
ington, on a charge ot proposing a 
criminal net to a local policeman. 
Offie forfeited his bull of $25. but 
explained that he had been sent, 
under orders of the .State depart- 
ment, to keep ft rendezvous with 
a stranger and was "framed." 


The idea that ordinary Washing- 


ton 'cops would so frame an inno- 
cent employe of the State depart- 
ment may be weighed against the 
now notorious fact that Senator 
McCarthy's early charge of preva- 
lent homosexuality in the Stnte dc- 
piirtment has lately been further 
confirmed 
by the 
dismissal of 


ninny more persons on this ground. 
Offie went from Stnte to the CIA 
nnd, in nn interview with me, at- 
tended by a third person who was 
retired from Stnte with the status 
of "minister," they were only a 
small amount apart in estimating 
that the CIA had hnmicd over to 
the AF of L nnd the Garment 
Workers' Union, which is n part 
of the AF of L, nbout $3,000.000 to 
carry on. mysterious but unspeci- 
fied work in European countries 
through two notorious anti-Krem- 
lin Communists, by name 
Jay 


Lovestone and Irving Brown. 


Brown had an absurd buildup in 


Reader's Digest nnd other publi- 
cations whose best possible excuse 
would be gullibility. The entire 
edifice of heroic activities which 
was erected by propagnndists in 
our press to ennoble this paltry 
hnck unionecr crumbled under in- 
quiry. But President Eisenhower 
hns failed to chnllengc repeated 
statements by such propagandists 
in the press that Brown hnd his 
approval in his politir.il mischief 
in foreign nntions under the auspi- 
ces of the CIA. 


The Reader's Digest in its efforts 


to justify its endorsement of Brown 
quoted anonymous authorities in 
Washington, one of which plainly 
was the CIA itself. In that cnsc an 
accomplice wns invoked to testify 
to the good character of the person 
under inspection and get the Read- 
er's Digest off the hook. 


The latest attnck on McCarthy 


wns made by Senator Mike Moii- 
roney. of Oklahoma, a thoroughly 
committed member of the Roose- 


velt-Truman regime which created 
the colossal corruption in our gov- 
ernment nnd 
in the carpetbag 


scourge of the CIA, the Marshall 
Plan, the JECA and half a dozen 
other historic agencies of the same 
type. Monroncy tried to block Mc- 
Carthy's nttempt to examine \Vil- 
linm Bundy of the CIA, a son-in- 
law of Dcnn Achcson. Bundy had 
given $400 to the defense of Alger 
Hiss. Monroney may honestly be- 
lieve the CIA's stock stall that 
such revelations would help the 
Kremlin against Western civiliza- 
tion. On the other hand, by shield- 
ing the CIA, he might be "working 
irreparable harm to the United 
States nnd protecting actual crim- 
inals in a monumental corruption. 


When Senator McCarthy referred 


to a shakedown of a friendly for- 
eign government for $150,000 he 
was not inventing a .scandalous 
rumor. As in pnst performances 
he will prove up. The CIA and oth- 
er mysterious bureaus wallowed 
voluptuously in the ruin of ancient 
cities nnd the misery of subjugnted 
Gerninns who had no more control 
over Hitler than I hnd over Roose- 
velt. They established a record of 
cynicism and ruthless greed as 
terrible as that of the carpetbag 
regime in the trngic era of recon- 
struction. It is no wonder that this 
clandestine, but defiant machine 
shrinks from publicity. 


Only last winter Allen Dulles, 


the present director of the CIA, 
refused point blank to give infor- 
mation about its work, its expendi- 
tures and its appropriation. He 
took the attitude that it was none 
of our business. However, when 
Senator Byrd, of Virginia, took up 
the inquiry, he was a little less 
impudent. He told Byrd thnt my 
question had been a variant of the 
old inquiry, "When did you stop 
benting your wife?" On the con- 
trnry, it was too narrow m scope. 
Dulles is a brother of the secretary 
of state.

| The Doctor Says; 


New Developments in Eye 
Surgerv Relieve Cataracts

The easiest way to describe 


cataracts is to liken them to what 
happens-with a camera. When the 
lens of a camera is badly smudged, 
the picture which it takes will be 
cloudy. 
A cataract is similar. 


Clouding develops in that part of 
the eye which serves as a lens. 
Objects viewed through a clouded 
lens are no longer clear and sharp. 


Cataracts usually develop in the 


later years of life. A cataract is 
one of the difficulties with vision 
which tend to occur with advanc- 
ing age. 
Occasionally one can be 


present at birth and sometimes it 
is connected with certain diseases. 


Tfi*e amount of disturbance in 


sight depends on whether all or 
only a part of the lens is affected, 
and also on the degree of the 
clouding. For this reason persons 
with cataracts do not all have the 
same amount of difficulty 
Also, 


cataracts vary in the speed with 
which the clouding of the lens pro- 
gresses. 


U is common to speak of a be- 


ginning cataract as 
"incipient" 


and. when it is full grown and not 
getting 
worse, 
as 
mature, 
or 


"ripe". 
The general opinion is 


that there are no medical treat- 


be used to dissolve the material 
which clouds the lens and to -re- 
store normal vision. 
This may 


come some day and promising 
work in this direction has been 
reported. 


At present, the preferred treat- 


ment for cataract is an operation. 
Results are usually good. Former- 
ly, it was necessary to wait until 
a cataract was mature, or ripe, 
before it could be removed. Now 
suigical methods are available 
which make it possible to remove 
a lens with a cataract on it at any 
stage. Tnis is a Xiemendous ad- 
vance as it may prevent years of 
poor vision.

CAl'SKS NOT KNOWN 


The causes .of cataract ar« not 


known, but-certainly age plays a 
part and in some cases, diabetes, 
occupation, injury, or perhaps her- 
edity. 


There is no reason to believe that 


eye strain leads to the develop- 
ment of cataract, though of course 
it can lead to other disturbances of 
the eye. The most encouraging de- 
velopments 
regarding 
cataracts 


are those in surgery, which often 
makes possible their removal be- 


ments, that is, drugs, which car. fore being ripe

This was 11 per cent better than 
in the first quarter of 1852.
